evenings ago, Governor Hartley, of the State of 
Washington; attacked the sockeye salmon treaty be¬ 
tween CanaeU and the United States q|iiefly on the 
ground that it transferred control of the American in¬ 
terest in the salmon fishing indostry from the state to 
an international commission. He intimated that the 
shrewd Canadians had beguiled the innocent and un¬ 
suspecting Americans into an agreement which violated 
a cardinal principle of representative government in 
its relation to the citizens of his country. 

There is a very familiar ring to this criticism of 
the treaty by Governor Hartley. A similar strain 
was pursued by the opponents of the pact in Canada. 
They, it may be recalled, attacked the agreement on 
the ground that it transferred from Canada to an in¬ 
ternational commission, half of whose personnel would 
be Americans, control of Canada's interest in the 
sockeye fishery; our very independence was being im¬ 
perilled. They also claimed that the designing Ameri¬ 
cans had lured the unsophisticated Canadians into an 
agreement detrimental to Canadian interests. 

It logical to deduce from this phenomenon 
in criticism from interests on both sides of the line, 
each with its own special axe to grind, that the treaty 
must be a good one with every promise of being ef¬ 
fective as a means of restoring the'sockeye fishery. 
As Premier Tolmie pertinently points out in a state¬ 
ment issued by him in reply to Governor Hartley, it 
is impossible to restore the sockeye run without a 
treaty binding Canada and the United States to the 
observance of its terms. While the State of Washing¬ 
ton can enact legislation governing fisheries—a power 
winch does not lie within the competence of British 
Columbia—it can not negotiate a treaty with a for¬ 
eign state, and without such an agreement the sockeye 
fishery would be at the mercy of Washington State 
legislation which, could, be varied from time to tune 
as political expediency dictated. And the interests 
which are opposing the treaty would see that there 
was enough political expediency to make any regula¬ 
tions for the control of the fishery a dead letter.

Montreal's objection to the project was prompted 
by the belief of the power companies that their market 
would be interfered with by the new large-scale de¬ 
velopment of hydro-electric energy, while shipping in¬ 
terests have felt that a Targe volume of shipping would 
more or less desert Montreal as new ports, farther up 
the stream were established. 

One of the Scheme's most enthusiastic advocates 
is a former chairman of the Montreal Harbor Board. 
Major G. W. Stephens, who recently toured the Do¬ 
minion under the auspices of the Association of 
Canadian Clubs .and. m a series of public addresses, 
explained the details and the importance of. the 
project from the national standpoint.

A -FINE POINT OF RECREATION 


W OULD YOU RATHER CHOP WOOD 

than play golf? Tim it not an attempt to 
be funny. There is a reason for the question. The 
other day Bishbp Warren A. Candler of'New York 
advised a -class of candidates for the ministry to 
chop wood. He put it to them this way: "It's all very 
well for the pw-cher to have recreation, but that 
.doesn't mean he has to go 'way out in the country 
and play p>Lf. I can tell him how he can get better 
exercise and recreation than that; let him chop some 
■wood.” 

We are not familiar with the kind of instruction 
>bout recreation a candidate for the ministry gets at 
Canada's theological colleges, or whether he gets 
any advice on the subject at all. But it would be 
interesting to hear the good bishop defend his thesis 
in a little mote detail, and explain exactly why wood- 
choppuig is better for a preacher than playing golf. 
Perhaps both these forms of exertion furnish ebout 
the same amount of exercise, even though the swing 
•f an axe ought to differ from the swing of a golf 
club. There is no suggestion in this that even one of 
those ardent souls who swarm the local fairways is 
guilty of the slightest suspicion of a golf swing of tht 
wood-chopping style. But to compare the exercise. 
The axe is heavier than the golf club and its use on 
the wood pile entails very little walking. The walk¬ 
ing involved in golf, therefore, coupled with the much 
lighter implement, would perhaps put it somewhere 
near the equivalent of the exercise obtained from the 
more or less stationary position required by the 
wood-splitting operations. 

Wo may approach this question from another 
aspect, of course, and suggest that the usefulness of 
each is about ml. There are coal and gas and 
kindling ready for use. So we arrive at the conclu¬ 
sion that wood-chopping is hard ’labor and unneces¬ 
sary. while golf has it all over it, because it is hard 
labor and pleasant by turns. 

What of the aspect of environment? Golf gets 
k again, because it is pursued in the open, amid sur¬ 
roundings m which the conspiracy of Nature and 
man has resulted in a perfect job. And from the 
point of view of esthetics, the golfer, while "at work” 
at any rate, is the sartorial peer of the wood-chopper. 
He who swings the axe, on the other hand, must 
needs do it in |he back yard, hidden from the view of 
kit fellow men. within sound of that culinary clatter 
which must offend any dignity that such a dour and 
solitary occupation might possess. 

Ax we already have said, we should like to hear 
the good bishop's detailed explanation of the su¬ 
periority of wood-chopping as recreation in comparison 
with golf. It would hardly be fair or polite perhaps 
lo ask him how many cords of wood he himself hat 
dissected into the small pieces required for domestic 
uk, and how many round* of golf he has played to 
enable Him to make the comparison upon which he 
bawd his advice to the class of ministerial candidates 
be was addressing.

Manitoba Premier States 
Conditions in Canada Made 
Worse By His Policies 1 

Canadian Pres# I 

Winnipeg. Dec. 9.—Explaining his = 
reference Saturday to “Domnlon fiscal 
policy’' as one of the factors respon¬ 
sible for present conditions In Canada, 

I Premier John Bracken says he had in 
rr.lnd the policies of all past govern- 
I ments, and more particularly loose of 
! the praeent administration. 

“Dominion fiscal, immigration, land 
and colonization policies are the chief 
factors of general world conditions 
responsible for the situation in Can¬ 
ada." declared Mr. Bracken. 

“Naturally. I referred more partic¬ 
ularly to pedicles of the Bennett gov¬ 
ernment because they are more ex¬ 
treme." 

The Premier said he was not sug¬ 
gesting the action of the government 
had been responsible for the course of 
events of the lest three months. 

“I am suggesting,” he said, “that 
things are probably worse .than they 
otherwise would have been." 

All past tariffs, he said. Initiated \ ; 
Dominion governments had tended, to 
restrict International trade. In thlare- 
spect Mr. Bennett’a plan was moreUkx- 
trerae than the policies of the lest' 
few years. 

TRADE RESTRICTION * . 

“It Is an axiom (hat when a tariff 
ti put on goods to consumers It In¬ 
creases the price.” he said. “It la 
equally true that a tariff which re¬ 
stricts trade work* to the diadvantage 
of the fanner who Is dependent, as 
western Canada now la. on foreign 
nations for a market.

If a grown-up took as much cow's 
milk in propostlon to his weight as, 
does the normal Infant, ha would be 1 
drinking from eight to ten quarts of 
mlUt a day, and he would eat from 
one-half to two pounds of augar. Be¬ 
cause the Infant is growing rapidly 
It requires larger amounts of food in
